Roosevelt at 3 p. rn. convened his first 
cabinet meeting held in Washington. 
At this meeting the president asked 
the members of the McKinley cabinet 
to retain their respective portfolios 
throughout his term and announced 
that his administration would follow 
the policy outlined by President Mc­ 
Kinley in his Buffalo speech. 
After the obsequies of the late pres­ 
ident, the cabinet, at President Roose­ 
velt’s request, assembled at the resi­ 
dence of Commander Cowles, where 
the president is staying until after the 
funeral, principal!, for the purpose of 
informing their new chief of the state 
of affairs in their respective depart­ 
ments. The president desired to learn 
if there was any matter of moment 
requiring his attention before his de­ 
parture for Canton. 
He was assured 
that there was nothing of pressing im­ 
portance. 
The president then addressed his 
advisers collectively, as he had pre­ 
viously done individually, requesting j 
them all to retain their respective I 
positions in his cabinet. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt expressed the hope and expecta­ 
tion that every member would serve j 
throughout his term for, he said, he 
tendered the appointments as if he 
had just been elected to the presi­ 
dency and was forming an original 
cabinet. The president said, however. 
there was one difference between the 
present tender and that of an original 
offer, namely, under the present cir­ 
cumstances they were not at liberty 
to decline. 
Upon being asked by a 
member if resignations should be for­ 
mally presented In the usual manner, 
the president answered that bis ac­ 
tion at this meeting had precluded 
the necessity of presenting resigna­ 
tions. The discussion turned upon the 
policy of the administration, and Mr. 
Roosevelt announced that he regarded 
the speech of the late president at the 
Buffalo Pan-American exposition, the 
day previous to the tragic shooting, 
as outlining the pedicles to be followed 
by the administration 
It cannot be 
learned at this time whether or not 
all the members will be witling to 
serve the full term.

W ashington, 
Sept. 
18.—President 
Roosevelt at 3 p. rn. convened his first 
cabinet meeting held in W ashington. 
At this meeting the president asked 
the members of the McKinley cabinet 
to retain their respective portfolios 
throughout his term and announced 
that his adm inistration would follow 
the policy outlined by President Mc­ 
Kinley in his Buffalo speech. 
After the obsequies of the late pres­ 
ident. the cabinet, at Pr^sid^nt Roose­ 
velt’s request, assembled at the resi­ 
dence of Commander Cowles, where 
the president is staying until after the 
funeral, principal)/ for the purpose of 
informing their new chief of the state 
of affairs in their respective depart­ 
ments. The president desired to learn 
lf there was any m atter of moment 
requiring his attention before his de­ 
parture for Canton. 
He was assured 
that there was nothing of pressing im­ 
portance. 
The president then addressed his 
advisers collectively, as he had pre­ 
viously done individually, requesting 
them all to retain their respective 
positions in his cabinet. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt expressed the hope and expecta­ 
tion that every m em ber would serve 
throughout his term for, he said, he 
tendered the appointm ents as if he 
had just been elected to the presi­ 
dency and was forming an original 
cabinet. 
The president said, however, 
there was one difference between the 
present tender and that of an original 
offer, namely, under the present cir­ 
cum stances they were not at liberty 
to decline. 
Upon being asked by a 
member if resignations should be for­ 
mally presented In the usual manner, 
the president answered that his ac­ 
tion at this meeting had precluded 
the necessity of presenting resigna­ 
tions. The discussion turned upon the 
policy of the administration, and Mr. 
Roosevelt announced that he regarded 
the speech of the late president at the 
Buffalo Pan-American exposition, the 
day previous to the tragic shooting, 
as outlining the policies to be followed 
by the administration. 
It cannot be 
learned at this time whether or not 
all the mem bers will be witling to 
serve the full term.

At this meeting the president asked 
the members of the McKinley cabinet 
to retain their respective portfolios 
throughout his term and announced 
that hla adm inistration would follow 
the policy outlined by President Mc­ 
Kinley in bis Buffalo speech. 
After the obsequies of the late pres­ 
ident. the cabinet, at President Roose­ 
velt’s request, assembled at the resi­ 
dence of Commander Cowles, where 
the president Is staying until after the 
funeral, principally for the purpose of 
informing their new chief of the state 
of affairs In their respective depart­ 
ments. The president desired to learn 
If there was any m atter of moment 
requiring hla attention before hie de­ 
parture for Canton. 
He was assured 
that there was nothing of pressing Im­ 
portance. 
The president then addressed hla 
advlaen collectively, as be bad pre­ 
viously done Individually, requesting 
them all to retain their respective 
positions la hla cabinet. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt expressed the hope and expecta­ 
tion that every mem her would serve 
throughout his term for. be said, be 
tendered the appointments as if he 
had lust been elected to the presi­ 
dency and was forming an original 
cabinet The president said, however, 
there was one difference between the 
present tender and that of an original 
offer, namely, onder the present cir­ 
cum stances they were not at liberty 
to decline. 
Upon being asked by a 
member if resignations should be for­ 
mally presented In the usual manner, 
the president answered that his ac­ 
tion at this m eeting had precluded 
the necessity of presenting resigna­ 
tions.

Another telegram has been received 
by the officers in thecity from Duluth 
instructing them to hold Mr*. Wil­ 
liam Gregory and take the money 
found on her aa stolen property. 
It seems that the Gregorys were 
residents of Lulutb, in a district 
commonly known as Paradise Alley, 
where all the colored people live. 
The following account taken from the 
Duluth Herald of the events in the 
career of the Gregorys up to the time 
of their arrest will be of interest: 
Plump physical property properly 
presented in palpably pretty propor­ 
tion first attracted police attention 
to Etta Hickman. 
She was tbe most effulgent, sooty 
•oubrstta that ever blazed her way 
down Paradise alley. She used to 
disport herself down that glistening 
thoroughfare in very classic cost­ 
umes. She further dazzled tbe swift 
set with a most prosperous looking 
array of large, fat diamonds. 
In­ 
stead of gloves she wore a quart of 
diamond rings, and at least two 
blonde persons fell senseless when 
thev saw her the first time. 
They envied her indiscreet and 
breezy manner, but today they envy 
her not. 
Miss Hickman slipped 
out of Duluth yesterday morning on 
the North Coast limited. 
Detectives 
who had been watching her wired 
ahead and had her arrested at Moc^ 
head. 
Miss Hickman is said to have 
stolen $3,300 from a man in Sheridan 
Iowa. Full particulars of this rob 
bery have not been received here. 
With the Hickman now under ar 
rest at Moorhead is her sister am 
brother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Will 
lam Gregory, of Paradise alley. 
When taken in custody this party 
hail $300 in currency and an express 
receipt for a package of currency 
sent to Keokuk, Iowa. 
The Hickman person came to Du­ 
luth several weeks ago with three 
I1JMJ0 bills, a $100, a $60bill and $150 
more in bills of smaller denomination. 
Hbe was accompanied by a Miss Mary 
Boggs, who. she said, she had en 
gaged as a traveling companion. 
The Gregory family startled Para 
dise alley immediately after Mias 
Hickman s arrival by taking all their 
clothing out of pawn. Later William 
Gregory went to Minneapolis and 
changed $1,000. When be came home 
he was wtaring bunch lights instead 
of a shirt front. He only spent 1360 
in getting the $1,000 changed, and 
he divided the change between Miss 
Hickman and Mist Boggs 
Shortly after Gregory was sent to 
Chicago to ohangv the other two 
$100U bills. 
He came back with 
such warm clothes that the fire war 
den had to warn him not to linger 
against anything inflammable 
He put up a very weird story 
about a secret service man shadow 
ing him in Chicago and finally com­ 
piling him to give up tbe money in 
his possession, or be thrown behind 
the grating 
Tbe story was for tbe purpoee of 
puttingMiss Boggs out of the run 
ning. The Gregorys desired to suc­ 
ceed her in the interest in the stolen 
property. Finally the Bogg woman 
offered to tell out her illegal inter 
eat for $100. The Gregorys refusd 
and yesterday they azul Mias Hick­ 
man skipped out for Portland Ore.

President Roosevelt in his 
proclamation has appointer! Thurs­ 
day, Sept. PRh., the day of the late

as a day of

the United States, and recommends 
“all the people to assemble on this 
'g .a y in their respective places of di 
vine worship, there to bow down in 
submission to the will of Almighty 
God. anti to pay out of foil hearts 
their homage of love and reverence 
to the Great and Good President 
whose death has smitten the nation 
with bitter grief.” 
I would therefore recommend, as a 
tribute of respect to the memory of 
our dead president, that business be 
suspended in all public offices in our 
city on the day of his funeral; that 
all places of business close their doors 
ut least during the hours of the fun* 
flLral* from I to 5 p. rn., and that the 
public schools of the city be closed 
during the afternoon. 
I would also suggest that homes 
and places of business be draped in 
mourning; that flags bt displayed at 
half-mast or appropriately draped, 
and that all the betis in the city be 
tolled for at least fifteen minutes, 
commencing at 2 p. rn., which is the 
hour set for the funeral services to 
commence at Canton.

Room for Millions of Settlers in 


the Counties He Visited 


Recently. 


W. D. Washburn, Jr., has just re­ 
turned to his home in Minneapolis 
after traveling through some of the 
'Counties, of the northern ¡tart of the 
state, including Crow Wing, Ossa, 
Aitkin and Itasca. 
Mr. Washburn 
was very much surprised with the 
fertility of the soil iu these counties 
and contrary to the usual impres­ 
sion that has gone abroad that these 
counties abound with dense wilder­ 
ness. big game and lumber jacks, he 
found the country well adapted in 
many respects for agricultural pur­ 
poses and capable of maintaining two 
or three million inhabitants. 
Regarding his trip Mr. Washburn 
said 
“The magnitude and wealth of the 
northern counties of Minnesota is 
not understood by the people of the 
•tale. 
While it is commonly thought 
that Brainerd is iu the northern 
part of Minnesota, it is almost in 
the center. There is a large area oí 
good land north of that city, and it 
is upon the development of it that 
the future growth of the Twin Cities 
depends in large mensuro. 
Leaving Staples I traveled over 
4d0 miles northward by team, and 
with the exception of a few townships 
I found no bad lands—none,in factjo 
the northern part of tlie state, out­ 
side of St. Louis couuty, so poor as 
the couutieN of Sherburne, Anoka 
and other prosperous counties in tl»e 
neigh tiorbood of M iu ncapot is. 
It w ill be a matter of surprise, no 
doubt, but the principal product of 
this section is corn— Iowa corn, 12 
feet in iiCight—just ripening, was 
what 1 found on Sept. 1. The mead­ 
ow lands run from two to three tons 
to the acre tiffs season, and hay 
s'lacked, in the meadows was. selling 
at from 15 to Iff per ton. Many set 
tiers who bought land at 15 or $fl per 
acre had bay standing upon it which 
would bring them $10 to $12 per 
•ero. 
Crow Wing county, which was 
formerly a part of Cass county and 
immediately adjoin» it to the east, is 
of the sanie character, but Is slightly 
more rolling than Cass county. 
It 
ia interspersed with fine lakes and 
streams, and is being settled rapidly 
by people from Fine River and Brain 
erd. 
In the town of Emily, some twen­ 
ty five mites from the station, is a 
large and prosperous oolony with fine 
schools and churches. 
T h u roads 
are also well made and servirá ble. 
The country improves rapidly as one 
goes further north, many townships 
being covered with a fine growth of 
oak, maple, basswood and various 
coniferous timbers.

Home of the most interesting remi­ 
niscences of his earlier days were re­ 
lated, says the Bouton Glo!®?, by Ult 
beloved mother a few' y e a r s before her 
death, arni fr6m those it would appear 
that the future president was a lively 
and affeetiormte youngster of the “mid­ 
dling good" description. 
“Mother” McKinley said that Wil­ 
liam was a great hand for marbles, 
and he was very fond of ids how and 
arrow', 
lie g o t so that he was a very 
goo?! shot with an arrow*. The thing he 
loved best of all was a kite. “ it seems 
to n»e,” said Mrs. McKinley, “I never 
went into the kitchen without seeing a 
paste pot or a ball of string waiting to 
he made into a kite. 
II?* never cared 
much for pets. 
I don’t believe lie ever 
had one, We didn't own a horse, so he 
never rode or drove, 
JI*- was always 
teasing to go barefooted the minute 
the snow was off the ground.

summer cann*, lo* always had a stone 
bruise or a stubbed to**, ami he was as 
proud as a king to show ail the other 
boys how he stubbed or bruised ills 
foot, 
Although William had no taste 
for fishing and rarely lf ever Attempted 
the sport, he was very fond of swim­ 
ming.”

lie won, ami as a consequence the wo­ 
man was able to provide herself with 
a comfortable home and a “rainy day” I 
fund.

I requests to make speeches, and many 
of these were accompanied with offers 
of money. One day he received a let­ 
ter from Boston statin* that the writer 
would give him $50d if he would deliv­ 
er a speech there. 
“I do not know why it is,” said the 
then governor of Ohio, “but there is a 
sort of repugnance In my mind against 
giving my views on public questions 
for pay, 
I may be all wrong about it, 
but I know* it would take ad the enthu­ 
siasm out of me if I knew that I was 
going to be i«ild at the end of a meet­ 
ing for the remarks I made during it. 
I have hart money offered me very of­ 
ten, but I have never taken It.

He never eared 
much for peta. I don’t believe be ever 
bad one. We didn’t own a horae, an he 
never rode or drove. He waa alwaya 
tea* I fig to go barefooted tbe minute 
the anow waa off tb e ground. 
When 
ntiminer came, be alwaya bad a atone 
brutae or a atublied toe, and be wan a* 
proud aa a king to almw all tbe other 
boya how lie atubbed or bntlaed Ida 
foot 
Although William had no taste 
for flahing and rarely If ever attempted 
tbe ajiort. be waa very fond of swim­ 
ming. ** 
In pursuance of her plan of making 
her tmya uaeful. Mm. McKinley re 
f)Ulred them to divide the labora of the 
bouae, They burned wood and lota of 
It, and It had to lie nawed and apllt. It 
came In lengths four feet long, ami 
William and Abner, being of about the 
aarne age, had to prepare It for tine. 
Mr*. li*fil»»ley remembers that Wil­ 
liam waa a uteariy chopper, muscular 
and willing, but Abner usually had the 
bigger pile to Ills credit. 
|I«wev»*r, 
Abner got other Imys to help him. while 
he directed their work. 
William, on 
the contrary, alwaya sawed lila owu 
wood. The In.ya had the garden to hoe. 
chickens to feed and errands to run 
Mr. McKinley’s cuuvendou In the 
Methodist church at Poland. O.. la 
thua related by lila old pastor, Rev. 
Hr. Kltaa C*. Hwallow: 
“Young McKinley’s admlaaloo to the 
church made aueh a vivid tniprenakm 
on my intnd that I AHI never forget It. 
lie had been a fmiucut attendant at 
tbe Hunday services and was an ear 
oeat listener. On tbe evening McKinley 
’got up* I bad Iwen exhorting all my 
hearers to repent deeply of their sins 
and seek salvation of their sou In 
“Aft#r the preaching we had a 
prayer meeting, and young McKinley 
arose In his seat. He was a!»out four­ 
teen year» old at the time, and a more 
dramatic figure of an earnest l*oy I 
never saw. Htending erect, with bowed 
head, but looking every one full In tbe 
face, be aald: *1 am determined to 
be a rhrlatlan. I believe that Ood la 
the greatest and best being of tbe uni­ 
verse, and I am determined to k»ve ami 
serve him. t believe religion I» the 
best tbtng In nil the world, and I atn 
going to seek It with all my heart until 
I find It* 
“There waa nothing nffected In tbe 
boy’s manner, but bis quiet earnest 
wny attracted tbe attention of every­ 
body In the church. The boy at that 
time waa a student at the Poland In­ 
stitute, and the stand be took for re­ 
ligion bad a great amount of Influence 
with tbe younger people.** 
James P. Gardner of Ellcrslle, Alle­ 
ghany connty, Md.. claims that he waa 
Inst rn menial la seen ring for IYeskieut 
McKinley hie first law cnee. A pom 
woman of Canton had fallen la a 
sewer, carelessly left open by city offi­ 
cial a, and sustained severe Injuries. 
Hbe waa disabled for work and prob­ 
ably too Ignorant or too poor to bring 
suit. 
Mr. Gardner, then a resident of Can 
ton. interested himself In the poor wo­ 
man*» behalf and carried the case to 
Major McKinley, who had Just hung 
out hla ahlagle. The latter worked It 
up and brought autt against the city. 
He won, and as a consequence the wo­ 
man was able to provide herself with 
a comfortable home and a “rainy daj 
fund. Tbe only reward Major McKIn 
ley got for hie services, aaya Mr. Hard 
oer. was the pleasure which a good 
man derives from the performance of 
a good deed. 
Young McKinley was once defending 
a medical client sued for alleged mal­ 
practice la setting a broken leg. 
It 
wan ewspected. without means of proof 
betng provided, that tbe claim waa 
what la tbe legal slant <* cofpomUen 
damage salt» le colled “a fake snap.** 
Tbo plaintiff*a counsel bad ocularly 
exposed tbe mal practiced teg to tbe 
jury and oracularly showed the nodes 
which were tbe alleged palpa Me evl- 
deocea of tba want of medical «kill 
wbeo McKinley exclaimed aa tbe pMio 
tit waa motoring tbe dotbing of the 
limb, “Now let no me your other leg,* 
whtcb. after fury excusable objections 
oe ta policy from bis attorney was ex- 


tbe preside*#* ueedi to receive acores of 
requests to make speeches, and many 
of these were accompanied with offer» 
of money. One day be received I let­ 
ter from Boston stating that tbe writer 
would give him 
If be would deliv­ 
er a speech there. 
“f do not know why It Is," aald tbe 
then governor of Ohio, “but there la a 
sort of repúgname in my mind against 
giving my views on public question* 
for pay. 1 may lie all wrong about It, 
but I know It would take all the enthu­ 
siasm out of me If I knew that 1 waa 
going to be paid at the end of a meet­ 
ing for the remarks I tnadc during it 
1 have bad money offered me very of­ 
ten, but I have never taken it* 
”1 remember a apf-ecb which I made 
not long ago In debate at one of the 
big eastern universities on tbe tariff 
question. I took the protection side, of 
course, and a very prominent free trad­ 
er had the other aide. Shortly after I 
arrived In the dty the president of the 
Institution called upon me at my hotel. 
During the vtett he took four one hun­ 
dred dollar hills out of bis pocket and 
laid them down on the table. 
** What la that for?* said I. 
“ That la for your speech tonight* 
was the reply. 
“ ’But t don’t want any tnoney for 
the speech,* I answered.

come here to talk for money, and 1 can­

“ 'We would rattier hare you take It 
than not,* said the president. 'We have 
paid that much to your opponent, and 1

“Well,** pursued the governor, “the 
president continued to Insist, and at 
last I told him that If lie was deter­ 
mined upon ft he could pay my ex­ 
penses. 
It would cost me $50 to fill 
the engagement, and that was all that 
I could accept. 1 asked them to send 
the money to my home, for. do you 
know, 1 do not believe I could have 
done my ticst with that money In my 
pocket."

The president smiled again, returned 
the coin to his pocket, nodded thanks 
and was whisked away, while the lad 
stood in the middle of the roadway and 
watched tbe carriage until It was out 
of sight.
